It is on the contrary an 
inféction that might attack anyone 
anywhere and its rapid spread -in 
Col. Roosevelt's case may be the 
forerunner, it is feared, of either 
mastoiditis.or perulent meningitis. 
Some medical men who read the 
bulletin issued by the attending phy- 
sicians believe he is now suffering 
with what is technically called peru- 
lent middle ear, which is a forma- 
tion of pus back of the ear drum 
membrane.

“The company recognizes the 
union without qualification,” said 
Fitggerald, as he got into an auto- 
mobile.

MEN WITHDREW _ TWICE 
Directors Voted on Agreeing to 
Open Shop Policy and Waiv- 
ing Arbitration Plan. 


The agreement on a strike settle- 
ment was reached early this morn- 
ing by United Railways directors and 
union men after a meeting lasting 
nearly seven hours at the headquar- 
ters of the Chamber of Commerce. 

Conferences which resulted in the 
announcement of an agreement last. 
ed through the day and until early 
this morning. The directors of the 
United Railways Co. and a special 
Strike Committee of the Chamber of 
Commerce were in session from 9 4. 
m. to 12:40 p. m. The conferenve 
between United Railways directors 
and union representatives opened at 
4 p. m., took a dinner recess shortly 
before 6 p.m. and resumed at 8 p. 
m., remaining in continuous session 
until 1:15 a. m. today. 

The company directors at the 
meeting were President Richard Mc- 
Culloch, Judge Henry 8S. Priest, chief 
counsel; Murray Carton, David R. 
Francis Jr., A. I. Shapleigh, A. J. 
Siegel and Alanson C. Brown. Bruce 
Cameron, superintendent of the com- 
pany, also was there. 

The union men at the conference

This 
was asked for by Mexican Ambassa- 
dor Ygnacio Bonillas. 

According to a report made to Am- 
bassador Bonillas by Consul Cosme 
Bengoeachea of Presidio, the 15 men 
were taken from their homes by 
armed men and shot to death. The 
reason given was a suspicion that 
they had participated in the Brite 
ranch raid Christmas day. 


MARFA, Tex. Feb. 8.—Texas 
Rangers reported on Jan. 31 that 
they had had trouble with a band 
of Mexicans at Porvenir who were 
supposed to have been implicated in 
the Brite Ranch raid. They ad- 
mitted having killed 165 of the num- 
ber. The bodies were taken across 
the Rio Grande to El Comidor and 
buried by their families and friends.

Lieut. O’Brien then told of looking 
up the English Consul, of being out- 
fitted with new clothes and sent to 
London, of his reception there and 
audience with the King. This audi- 
ence lasted 562 minutes and he was 
told it was the longest audience the 
King had held with any officer lower 
than a General in rank since the 
war started. He spent eight days 
making out official reports for the 
British Government of what he saw 
in Germany. 

He is now on leave and expects to 
go back to the war in a few weeks. 
He has been told by the British au- 
thorities that he will/not again be 
allowed to fight on the French, Sa- 
lonica or Italian fronts because if 
captured again he would be shot. 

“That leaves only the Turkish 
front for me,” he concluded.

ENTERS A GERMAN 
FIRST LINE TRENCH 


Find Loaded Rifle on Parapet, 
but There Is Not an 
Enemy Around. 


SNIPERS CLEANED OUT 


Shell and Machine Gun Fire 
Dislodges Germans From 
Many Positions. 


e 


WITH THE AMERICAN ARMY 
IN FRANCE, Feb. 8 (By A. P.).— 
The American artillery is keeping 
up a harassing fire on the German 


lines, bombarding batteries, trench- 
es, crossroads, dugouts, light ralil- 
Ways and houses in which enemy 
troops are billeted. 

Evidently the American tactics 
angered the Germans, for they start- 
ed a vigorous shelling of our bat- 
teries with 77s, the firing stopping 
only when the American heavy guns 
silenced the German artillery. 

Early today observers saw a body 
of enemy infantry estimated at two 
battalions near a forest. A heavy 


fire was directed on the spot, scat- 
tering the Germans. It is felt cer- 
tain that the enemy suffered nu- 
merous casualties. Later American 
shells started a fire in a German 
town which burned for an hour. 

American artillery and infantry 
have succeeded in cleaning out a 
majority of the snipers who caused 
considerable annoyance from the 
time the sector was taken over by 
the troops. Sniper’s posts in build- 
ings have been destroyed by knock- 
ing down the shelters with shells. 
Snipers hidden in bushes or in shell 
holes have been routed by American 
sharpshooters. Night patrols have 
succeeded in locating some of the 
positions and the Germans in thom 
have been finished off later. 

Last night a small patrol entered 
an advanced German trench in 
search of a nest of snipers. A Lieu- 
tenant, a Corporal and two men left 
the American wire and returned five 
hours later. They walked across No 
Man's Land, picking their way care- 
fully to avoid discovery. Reaching 
the enemy wire they crawled beneath 
it cautiously and approached the 
most advanced enemy trench. 

The meen looked down into the 
trench, which apparently was aban- 
doned, but they were sure snipers 
were there. They dropped down 
noiselessly and found a place where 
the trench bottom showed fresh 
footprints. On the parapet the Cor- 
poral discovered a rifle, loaded and 
pointed in the direction of the 
American trenches. There was not 
a German around. 

The Corporal brought back the ri- 
fle to the American lines. It is a 
typical German weapon made in Ber- 
lin and in good condition. 

At another point the enemy 
snipers were discovered in a shell 


hole. A few well-placed shots from 
light artillery ended their career. At 
another place a hail of machine-gun 
bullets was effective. 

One, two or possibly three snipers’ 


| posts are still in front of the Amer- 


ican positions, but they are not likely 
to be there long.

HYPERTHYROIDISM, NEW MALADY, 
_ DEVELOPS AT CAMP UPTON 


Affects the Heart So Seriously Re- 
cruit Has to Be Sent Home, 
Broken in Health. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8 (By A. P.).— 
“Hyperthyroidism,’’ a strange malady 
which produces anxfety and fear and 
ultimately affects the heart so seri 
ously that a recruit has to be sent 
home broken in health, has devel- 
oped among the soldiers at Camp 
Upton, according to Dr. Harlow 
| Brooks, chief of the medical service 
'at the camp. The statement was 
| made during a lecture before the 
| New York Academy of Medicine last 
| night. 

The disease, according to Dr. 
Brooks, for several years had baffled 
the skill of surgeons in the British 
army. Many of the men in the Brit- 
ish service, he said, have been af- 
fected with acute melancholia and 
not a few have_deserted_or commit- 
ted suicide. Among American re- 
cruits, however, the effects of the 
disease have been entirely different. 

“We have not found,” said Dr. 
Brooks, ‘“‘that hyperthyroidism is a 
cause of suicide among soldiers in 
America. Nor have we found that re- 
cruits who suffer from it are seized 
with melancholia or broodings and 
want to go home or desert as in the 
British army. We have found at 
Camp Upton that the recruit who be- 
comes afflicted with the malady 
most generally is one who was wildly 
enthusiastic to join the army. The 
disease usually takes hold on a sol- 
dier who is intently bent upon his 
work—a young man of talent and de- 
termination who is ambitious.”’

NEN DRAFT MEASURE 


Provides for Registration of Men 
Becoming 21—Permits Calling 
of Experts at-Any Time. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 8 (By A. P.). 
—Favorable report on the War De- 
partment’s bill amending the selec- 
tive draft law to require registration 
of men as they reach 21 years and 


basing quotas on the number of 
men in class 1, instead of on state 
populations, was unanimously or- 
dered today by the Senate Military 
Committee. 

The proposal to exempt men as 
they reach 81 years if they have not 
been drafted, which was opposed by 
Provost Marshal-General Crowder, 
was not included in the bill. 

An amendment proposed by Sen- 
ator New of Indiana, to require reg- 
istration of youths at 19 years and 
over, also was rejected. 

Another bill favorably reported 
which affects the draft, would au- 
thorize the President in any emer- 
gency to call into immediate military 
service skilled experts in industry or 
agriculture, regardless of classifica- 
tion, residence or quota. 

Another bill unanimously reported 
was that by Senator Jones of Wash- 
ington providing that army officers 
may get their uniforms and equip- 
ment at cost from the Quartermas- 
ter-General, instead of being required 
to buy from private dealers, who are 
charged with profiteering.

A Worker’s Complaint.

Proposed Increase in Fares. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

The proposed increase of street car 
fares by the Public Service Commission 
should not prevail, not only because it 
will-be an injustice to the public, but the 
impairment of contract. 

The franchise “or contract” under 
which the United Railways Co. has the 
right to operate its cars stipulates that 
it shall only have the right to charge a 
maximum of 6 cents a trip for each pas- 
senger it carries during the life of the 


The public service law under which it 
is claimed (remember, claimed) the Pub- 
lic Service Commission has the power to 
increase the street car fare was passed 
after this contract with the United Rail- 
ways Co. was made with the city. 

To increase the fare would therefore 
impair the obligation of contract and 
hence be in violation of section 10, Arti- 
cle 1 of the Constitution of the United 

_ Detroit United Ry. Co. vs People 
, of the State of Michigan, 242 U. 8. 87. 

Of course, it will be the duty of the 
legal department of the City of St. Louis 
to look after the rights of the public. 


The strike of United Railways employes is hap- 
pily ended on the basis of agreement suggested 
Tuesday by the Post-Dispatch. 

We congratulate representatives of the union 
and of the company on the good judgment and lib- 
eral spirit of concession which brought them into 
a fair agreethent and put an end to a conflict 
which caused heavy inconvenience and losses 
to the people of St. Louis and had in it the men- 
ace of vast disaster. 

The settlement is the better way and gives 
promise of lasting benefits to both sides because 
it is based upon sound principles. The company 
recognizes the right of its employes to organize a 
union and deal collectively through union rep- 
resentatives, but is not under obligations to em- 
ploy only union men or to force all of its em- 
ployes to join the union. Both agree to refer con- 
troversies as to wages and conditions of service to 
arbitration. The men won the great point of 
union recognition, the company is free to retain 
men who do not want to become members of the 
union and the public has won a victory which 
promises lasting peace by the acceptance of the 
principle of arbitration. 

Through the restraint of the strikers and the 
efficient work of the police, disorder and vio- 
lence were reduced to a minimum. There was lit- 
tle of the disastrous rioting which marked the 
street railway strikes of the past. 

With the resumption of street railway service 
let us go to work with energy to repair losses and 
make up for lost time. 
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THE TUSCANIA. 

Distressing as is the loss of life in the sinking 
of the transport Tuscania, America bears it with 
fortitude and is thankful that it was no greater. 
That only 101 out of nearly 2400 men on the 
ship are missing is proof that it was well con- 
voyed and that the work of rescue was efficient. 

Hundreds of thousands of men have already 
been transferred safely to France and other hun- 
dreds of thousands will be. It is not likely that 
the submarine which torpedoed the Tuscania was 
the first one to take a pot shot at a convoy. It 
was merely lucky enough to score a hit where the 
others had failed. 

The men who have gone down in this affair 
have given their lives to their country. There is 
no nobler way for men to die. 
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WHY THEY COULD NOT PASS. 

On. no previous date would we have been capa- 
ble of appreciating as keenly the accomplishments 
of France in the war, as described by Capt. Andre 
Tardieu, the republic’s commissioner in this 
country. 

At a cost whose magnitude in thought, labor 
and money we are daily realizing more fully, we 
have well on toward 500,000 troops in the battle 
zone, 10 months after our declaration of war, and 
at the end of this year we will have 2,000,000 
there. But France, after carrying unexampled 
burdens for three years and a half, still has 4,726,- 
000 men engaged in the armed defense of the coun- 
try, excluding native troops from her colonies and 
men assigned to industrial tasks. She is repre- 
sented by large contingents in Italy and Saloniki 
and lesser forces in Palestiné, and still has avail- 
able 3,000,000 men for the western front. 

Of the 468 miles of firing line in Belgium and 
France, the Belgians are holding nearly 16 miles, 
the British a little more than 102 miles and the 
wonderful French no less than 350 miles. Be- 
sides supplying their own enormous needs the 
French have given to their allies 1,550,000 rifles, 
10,000 machine guns, 2500 large guns and 4750 air- 
planes, besides great quantities of ammunition 
and equipment. 

Can there be any harm in acquainting us with 
the facts Capt. Tardieu makes public? On, the 
contrary, the comparative showing they make 
possible causes what we have done to seem small, 
inspires us with new resolves to augment and 
hasten our own preparations. 

It makes more earnest our hope that the day 
may not be long distant when we shall be able to 
assume the defense of an important fraction of 
that 350 miles of western front, for whose safety 
the French are still responsible, and to take our 
place by the side of the heroes of the guard on 
the Aisne and the Meuse which the Prussian de- 
stroyers shall not pass. 
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IMPROVEMENT IN MOTOR CAR MANNEBS. 

The reported auto mishaps during three days 
are given at 92. The wonder is, not that they 
were so many, but that they were so few and that 
results were not more serious. 

Probably the mileage covered by automobiles 
daily in the city was quadrupled. That would have 
mattered little if the increase had been evenly 
distributed over the various hours of the day. 
But the mileage covered during two hours of the/ 
mor-ing and a like period of the late afternoon 
must have had much more than a fourfold in-\ 
crease. A view of St. Louis from an airplane as 
darkness came down at night would have dis- 
closed a remarkable picture—all the main thor- 
oughfares leading westward from the center of 
the city and all the principal cross streets con- 
verted into broad, rushing rivers of light from 
the lamps of myriads of motor cars. One looking 
at these brimming streams of illuminated traffic 
would have thought that accidents by the hun- 
dreds, or even thousands, would have been inevita- 
ble, instead of only a few score in the three days. 

And, assuming that an equal number of motor. 
cars could then have been called into requisition, 
accidents would have been much more frequent 
five or six years ago. This recent period of fren- 
zied auto transit shows the perfection of the 
means of controlling those vehicles and the im- 
provement in the technique of those driving them. 
The patience and even good nature with which 
tedious waits of five or 10 minutes and occasion- 
ally longer periods, caused by blockades due to 
breakdowns or to jams at points where traffic 
currents of huge volume intersected, strongly im- 
pressed observers. Not a single impertinent, frri- 


case of misadventure and exceptions were few. 
Motoring St. Louis unmistakably is showing a 
decided improvement in point of good manners. 
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“Speed Up the War” is to be the slogan of the 
Republican party in the coming campaign, ac- 
cording to Senator Penrose. The quickest way to 
secure the fulfillment of this wish is to gag some 
of the Republican spellbinders in Congress, and 
the Democrats as well. 
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THE TEST OF CRITICISM. 

There has been no clearer or more patriotic defi- 
nition of the duty and responsibility of criticism 
in time of war than that made by Charles E. 
Hughes in an address to the men’s Bible class of 
the Fifth Avenue Baptist Church of New York. 

Declaring that this is no time for partisanship 
of any sort, and that “if we don’t win this war it 
will make little difference whether a man calls 
himself a Democrat or Republican,” Mr. Hughes 
said: | 

I believe in freedom of speech; I have never 
sympathized at all with the idea that even in 
time of war you could make democracy work 
without proper freedom of the organs of demo- 
cratic expression. 

I believe in freedom of criticism, but every 
one who criticises should apply to.his criticism 
the acid test of whether it helps to the vigor- 
ous prosecution of the war or retards it. If 
it helps, then the more of that criticism we 
have the better. If it embarrasses, then we 
want none of it, and the American people won't 
stand it. 

This is a test that every man can apply to him- 
self and to his own utterances. If Senator Cham- 
berlain had adopted it he would never have made 
the false and mischievous assertion that the war 
establishment of the United States had “fallen 
down,” “that it does not exist,” that it “had al- 
most stopped functioning.” 

If Senator Hitchcock had adopted it he never 
would have played the game of the German 
staff by denouncing as false and shocking Secre- 
tary Baker’s testimony as to the number of troops 
we are sending to France and the number of 
troops we shall have ready to put into France at 
the end of a year, transport conditions permit- 
ting. > 

If the Senate Committee on Military Affairs 
had adopted it, the Chamberlain war cabinet bill 
would never have been drafted and the war ac- 
tivities of the United States would not be deviled 
by this attack upon the President and his admin- 
istration. aes 

Criticism there should and must be. That is 
the only way in which democracy can function in 
time of war as well as in time of peace; but it 
must be honest criticism, it must be patriotic 
criticism; it must be helpful criticism and it must 
be intelligent criticism. When a United States 
Senator, whatever his proposed motive, deliber- 
ately attempts to compel the Secretary of War 
to disclose military secrets of the United States 
which would be of great importance to the enemy, 
that is not criticism at all, unless giving aid and 
comfort to the enemy is criticism. When another 
United States Senator tries to make the whole 
world believe—enemy, ally and neutral—that in 
a great crisis of civilization the United States 
Government has broken down in its military un- 
dertakings through inefficiency, he is doing for 
the German Government what it is unsuccessfully 
trying to do for itself in the way of manipulating 
German opinion. 

Mr. Hughes’ test is the only test of criticism at 
this time. Does it help or does it embarrass in 


better. If it embarrasses, it is not criticism but 
copperheadism.

The company offers to submit to arbitration 
the differences with regard to the scale of wages 
and the classification of the work. The strikers 
refuse arbitration, saying, “there is nothing to 
arbitrate.” This is a grave blunder on the part 
of the men. The success of union labor depends 
in large measure on the adoption of the principle 
of arbitration. When employes repudiate it they 
reflect on the fairness of their organization and 
forfeit public sympathy.

OURIST travel at the national parks in-

Great numbers of Americans who had never seen 
their country were in the West last year. The war 
left them nowhere else to go. Mills thinks they liked 
it. True, the average American tourist accustomed to 
going to Europe is not very observant in the things 
interesting most of us who like this country. We can- 
not forget Evelyn Thaw, who, asked on the witness 
stand if she and Thaw went to Switzerland, said 
she believed so—they had some Swiss cheese some- 
where. America will not hold all these people, nor do 


‘we want to do that. Some of the rest of us need to 


escape her blandishments and see Burope just as 
badly as others of us need to give up Europe now 
and then and see this country. It is getting about 
generally that counts.

Women Are to Blame for the Many Men 
Loafers, Whom They Ooddle 


and Toil For.

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ssHE Woman's Citizens’ League 
T of Queens Borough, Long Is~- 

land, has started a crusade 
against loafers. It has petitioned the 
Legislature to pass @ law declaring 
that all persons not following some 
visible gainful occupation shall be 
punished as vagrants. 

This effort of women to rid them- 
selves of the family pest is both pa- 
thetic and amusing, because it shows 
them trying to wrestle at long dis- 
tance with an evil that they have not 
courage to tackle at home. They are 
attempting to do in a bunch the 
thing they haven’t the nerve to do 
alone. 

There is always something touch- 
ing in the popular, if unfounded, be- 
lief in the ability of the law to 
right every wrong and reform every 
abuse, and this simple faith was nev- 
er more poignantly illustrated than 
in this particular case. For the rem- 
edy for male parasitism lies not in 
the hands of the lawmakers, but 
with the women themselves, and not 
all the laws that could be written 
into the statute books will suppress 
the vice until mothers and wives and 
sisters quit coddling .and encourag- 
ing it. 

The number of men who graft 
their living upon women is simply 
appalling. In New York City alone 
it has been estimated that there are 
nearly 1,000,000 healthy, husky men 
who loaf their time away in saloons 
and pool rooms and on park benches, 
while their wives and mothers, 
daughters and sisters, and sometimes 
their sweethears, toil to support them 
and supply them with the money for 
drinks. 

I a there are few families that 
are not afflicted with one of these 
lily-handed gentlemen, who was born 
too tired to work and with such a 
sensitive temperament he can never 
agree with any job for more than a 
few weeks at a stretch, and what to 
do with him, and do to him, is one 
of the problems that takes more 
backbone to settle than one woman 
in a million possesses. 


T would highly insult one of these 
masculine Hilies, who toils not 
and never spins anything but 

yarns, to class him as a vagrant. 
Also he would hotly deny that he is 
lazy. On the contrary, he is anxious 
to work if he could only get into the 
right thing—the right thing being 
some occupation that paid a bank 
president's salary and carried no la- 
bor more severe than clipping cou- 
pons for a few minutes every day. 
Failing this, the man considers him- 
self the child of misfortune, one of 
those habitually pursued by the hoo- 
doo of bad luck. 

He never gets “a chance.” He is 
always the victim of the malevolent 
Jealousy of those above him. His 
immediate superior always “has it 
in for him,” and treats him with 
such. brutal Injustice that flesh and 
od can’t bear it and he has to 
leave his situation and come back 


home to wife or mother. 


to punish such men, and the pun- 
ishment to fit the crime should be 
something with boiling oil in it, but: 
no law can reach them because they 
are defended by the very women 
they defraud. 

And in particular the loafer is cos- 
setted and encouraged by his mother, 
who is not only willing to sacrifice 
herself to him but insists upon sac- 
rificing his sisters, too. I get hun- 
dreds of letters from working girls 
complaining to me that they are 
forced to support lazy and worthless 
brothers and asking what they shall 
do about it. 

“If my brother was sick I would 
cheerfully work my fingers to th2 
bone for him,” a girl will say, ‘nut he 
isn’t an invalid. He is big and husky, 
and ten times as able to support me 
as I am to support him, yet when I 
object to having my hard-earned 
money go to pay for his board and 
clothes, my mother weeps and calls 
me a cruel, heartless girl, and wants 
to know if I would be willing to see 
my poor brother starving and home- 
less while I had plenty.”’ 


ANY wives voice similar pro- 
M tests against grafting hus- 
bands: “‘What am I to do with 
an able bodied husband who refuses 
to work and who has simply laid 
down on the job of supporting him- 
self and lets me do it,” is a query 
that is put to me continually. 

There is only one answer. There is 
only one possible way of solving the 
problem of the clinging vine man, 
and that is to rudely tear him from 
his support and force him to stand ‘ 
alone. The man who is able to work 
and won't work should be made to | 
work. And it isn’t the law that can 
do this. It’s an unpleasant duty that ‘ 
is up to women. 

If every woman who has a worth- 
less, lazy husband or son had the 
courage to say to him, “You've got 
to pay your way or get out,” and if 
she had the strength and firmness to 
shut and bar the door on him until 
he made good, the vagrancy ques- 
tion would be settled in 10 minutes, 
and likewise much of the drink and 
petty gambling questions. Also the 
foundations would have been laid 
for making a decent, self-respecting 
man out of a contemptible pan- 
handler. 

As long as the shiftless, self-in- 
dulgent boy and man know that 
they've got somewhere to go when 
they are out of work, that there’s a 
warm place by the fire, and a good 
bed and three square meals a day 
waiting for them for nothing, they 
give up at the first obstacle, they let 
any difficulty discourage them, they 
indulge their tempers in talking 
back to their bosses and throw up a 
job whenever they get tired of it. If, 
however, these same men knew that 
their food and lodging and clothes 
absolutely depended on their stick- 
ing to their wosk, they would stick. 
When it is a question of work or 
starve, even fhe laziest choose work.

Probably it is simply the 
Aeolian harp effect, and its occur- 
rence depends chiefly upon the di- 
rection of the wind in relation to the 
direction in which the wires run, 
Popular Science Monthly explains.

Mysterious Sounds That Baffle 
Science. 


YSTERY still attaches to cer- 
tain explosive sounds heard in 
various parts of the world and 

known to science as “‘brontides,” says 
Popular Science Monthly. On the 
coast of Belgium these sounds seem 
to come from the sea, and are called 
locally “mistpoeffers.” In the Gan- 
ges delta of India similar sounds are 
called ‘‘Barisal guns.” 

Brontides are well known in some 
parts of Italy, where they bear a 
great variety of names. In Haiti a 
sound of this character is known as 
the “gouffre,”’ while fn parts of Aus- 
tralia it is called the “desert sound.” 
Brontides mostly take the form of 
muffied detonations of indifinite di- 
rection. Probably they are of sub- 
terranean origin. Studies of eccen- 
tricities in the transmission of sound 
through the atmosphere lead to the 
conclusion that some of the sounds 
hitherto reported as brontides were 
really due to cannonading or blasting.
